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SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


Overview 

in September 1993 the civilian population aged 15 and 
over was 13,673,700 persons, 27 per cent of whom were 
born outside Australia. The focus of this survey is that 
group of the migrant populatron who arrived after 1970 
aged 18 and over on amival and had obtained permanent 
residency status, In this summary, this group ts referred to 
simply as ‘Migrants’. 


There were 1,268,100 such migrants at September 1993, 
representing 9 per cent of the civilian population aged 15 
and over. This proportion was the same in September 
1990 (the last time this survey was conducted}.

Migrants 

Mivration category 

Persons migrating from New Zealand are accorded a 
separate status. Some 43 per cent {166,600 persons) of 
migrants were in this category, a similar proportion to that 
of the September 1990 survey. Other migration categories 
focus on whether the migrant was a principal applicant (or 
partner) and whether sponsored, unsponsered, or a 
refuges. 


In September 1993 there were 696,000 (55%) migrants 
who were classed as principal applicants. A further 
290,000 (23%) arrived as partners of principal 
applicants. 


Of the 696,000 principal applicants, 7 per cent (51,000) 
were refugees, 52 per cent (363,900) were sponsored and 
40 per cent (281,000) were unsponsored. Males made up 
61 per cent of principal applicants. 


Most of the sponsored principal applicants were sponsored 
by family members (79%). Employers sponsored 9 per 
cent and other persons and other organisations sponsored 
8 and 5 per cent respectively (Table 2, Diagram 2). 


Some 39 per cent of migrants were born in Europe and 
the former USSR, with more than haif (59%) of that 
group born in the United Kingdom and freland. Other 
birthplace categories include Southeast Asia (18%), New 
Zealand (11%), Northeast Asia (9%) and the Middle East 
and North Africa (6%) (Table i}. 


Unemployment 


The unemployment rate for migrants was 13.6 per cent, an 
increase of 3.9 percentage points since September 1990. 
The unemployment rate varied according to migration 
category. The rate for principal applicants was 14.8 per 
cent in September 1993 (5.2 per cent increase since the 
last survey), and 12.5 per cent for partners of principal 
applicants (3.4 per cent increase). The unemployment rate 
for sponsored migrants who were a principal applicant 
was 16.7 per cent but for those sponsored by an employer, 
the rate was 2.7 per cent. Migrants in the New Zealand 
migration category had an unemployment rate of 9.1 per 
cent (Table 2). 


Migrants born in the Middle East and North Africa 
recorded the highest unemployment rate of 34.6 per cent, 
followed by those who were bom in Southeast Asia and 
Northeast Asia with rates of 19.2 per cent and 14.1 per 
cent respectively (Table 4). 


Labour force participation 

The labour force participation rate for migrants was 69.8 
per cent at September 1993, a slight decrease from the 
estimate of 71.5 per cent for September 1990. The rates 
for male and female migrants were 85.3 per cent and 56.3 
per cent respectively. The participation rate for those 
migrants who were sponsored was 69.0 per cent but 94.2 
per cent for these sponsored by an employer. Migrants in 
the New Zealand migration category recorded a 
participation rate of 81.3 per cent (Table 2). 


Those migrants bor in Northern America had the highest 
participation rate (88.2%) followed by those born in 
Oceania (81.8%). Migrants born in the Middte East and 
North Africa recorded the lowest participation rate 
(55.8%) (Table 4, Diagram 3).

Main source of income 


Of the 675,500 females in the migrant population, 39 per 
cent received a wage or salary as their main source of 
income in September 1993, compared with 46 per cent in 
September 1990. The receipt of a government pension or 
cash benefit was nominated by 25 per cent of female 
migrants compared with 19 per cent for the previous 
survey. Those who relied on their own business or share 
in a partnership remained unchanged at 6 per cent.

There were 592,600 males in the migrant population, 38 
per cent of whom received a wage or salary as their 
current main source of income. This is an § percentage 
point decrease compared with the estimate of 66 per cent 
recorded in September 1990, 


The next most common main source of income was a 
government pension or cash benefit, reported by 22 per 
cent of male migrants in September 1993, an increase 
from 15 per cent in September 1990. A further 14 per cent 
relied on their own business or share in partnership in 
September 1993 (Table 5, Diagram 4).

Previous employment 

Almost three quarters (562,600) of the 765,200 migrants 
who were employed in September 1993 were employed 
before they migrated. Of this group, 298,900 (53%) 
remained in the same occupation (Table 9). 


The most common occupations for the 765,200 migrants 
employed in September 1993 were: 


« Labourers and related workers (18%) 
» Professionals (16%) 

*  Tradespersons (16%) 

» Clerks (14%). 


Educational attainment 

There were 623,800 migrants (49%) who had arrived in 
Australia with post-school qualifications. Of these 
migrants, a skilled or basic vocational qualification (44%), 
and a bachelor degree or higher (31%) were the two most 
common types of qualification attained before migration. 
The main fields in which qualifications were obtained 
were: 


¢ Business administration (20%) 


e Mechanical, electrical, automotive and 
manufacturing trades (17%) 


« Health and medicine (11%) 
* Engineering (1096). 


A, large proportion (29%) of migrants, who arnved with a 
post-school qualification, obtained that qualification in the 
United Kingdom and Ireland, followed by other countries 
in Europe (17%) and Southeast Asia (10%). A small 
proportion (1%) actually obtained their qualifications in 
Australia prior to migrating (Table 10). 


There were 371,800 (60%) migrants who had acquired 
post-scheol qualifications before arrival who had those 
qualifications recognised in Australia. 


Their qualifications were recognised by — 


* Employers (42%) 

¢ Licensing or registration board (29%) 

= Union or professional association (21%) 
* Other (89%). 


Post-school qualifications of 252,100 (40%) migrants 
were not recognised in Australia (Table 11, Diagram 5). 


English fluency 

There were 783,800 migrants who were born in other than 
main English speaking countries. This represents 62 per 
cent of the total migrant population. Overail 16 per cent 
of this group usually spoke only English at home. 


Of those 661,800 persons who spoke a language other 
than English at home, 65 per cent reported that they spoke 
English well or very well. Some 29 per cent reported that 
they could not speak English well and 7 per cent did not 
speak English at all. 


A high proportion (94%) of migrants born in Souther 
Asia reported that they usually spoke English at home or 
spoke English well or very well. Some 39 per cent of 
migrants born in Southern Asia reported that English was 
the only language usually spoken at home (Table 12).

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


Fhe monthly population survey (which is descnbed 
in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) comprises the 
monthly labour force survey and supplementary topics. 
This publication contains some results of a supplementary 
survey run in association with the September 1993 labour 
force survey conducted throughout Australia. 


2. Of the respondents to the labour force survey, those 
who feli within the scope of the supplementary survey 
were asked additional questions. They were asked details 
of country of last residence, members of their farnily who 
travelled to Australia with them, family already in 
Australia, whether they had a job just before migrating, 
occupation at September 1993, their highest educational 
qualification before and after migrating to Australia, main 
source of income at September 1993 and their sponsorship 
classification. 


Scope 

3. The scope of this supplementary survey was the 
same as that used for the labour force survey (described 
in full in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)} except 
that it was restricted to persons who were not bom in 
Australia and who arrived in Australia after 1970 aged 18 
or more and were allowed to stay permanently. 


Coverage 


4. In the population survey, coverage rules are applied 
which aim to ensure that each person is associated with 
only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of 
selection. See The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) for 
more detatls. 


Definitions 


5. Further definitions of labour force and demographic 
classifications appearing in this publication are given in 
The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


6. Unless otherwise stated, all characteristics referenced 
in this publication relate to the week before the interview 
(ic. the reference week). 


Results of the survey 


7. Due to differences in the method of estimation used 
in this supplementary survey and that used in the labour 
force survey, there are some smal) variations between es- 
timates in this publication and those in the corresponding 
issue of The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


8. Results of similar surveys, the first conducted in 
March 1984, Characteristics of Migrants Aged 18 Years 
and Over at Time of Arrival and Wha Arrived After 1960, 
Australia, March 1984 (6250.0), and March 1987, Labour 
Force Status and Other Characteristics of Migrants, 
Australia, March 1987 (6250.0) and September 1990, 
have been given in previous issues of this publication. It 
is proposed that this survey will be conducted next in 
November 1996. 


Comparability of series 

9. It is impracticable to obtain information relating to 
labour force status over a long period.of time which is 
strictly comparable with that obtained in the monthly 
iabour force survey for which the reference period is one 
week. The definitions used in determining the labour force 
status of persons in the monthly survey depend on 2 
detailed set of questions asked about a person’s labour 
force activity during the reference period. For the survey 
of labour force status and other characteristics of migrants 
a person is assigned to a labour force category before 
migration on the basis of a more limited set of questions. 
It is for this reason that ‘Had a job’ and ‘Did not have a 
job’ are used to describe pre-migration labour force status 
and the more ngidly defined employed and unemployed 
(as used in the monthly labour force survey) are used to 
describe labour force status at September 1993, 


Discontinuities in series 

10. The educational attainment data item in this survey 
has been classified according to the Australian Bureau of 
Statistics Classification of Qualifications (ABSCQ). The 
major difference between data collected according to the 
ABSCQ and the previous classification used js that level 
of attainment and field of study in the ABSCQ are two 
distinct elements. 


Ll, Persons who received a qualification from a course 
of study of less than one semester full-time duration are 
excluded from the new classification. However, in this 
survey the question on the duration the certificate took to 
complete was not asked and those persons are classified 
as having a qualification in this survey. In September 
1993, 1.8 per cent of al] students aged 15-24 years com- 
pleted a full-time certificate course of less than one 
semester, For a more detailed explanation of the ABSCQ, 
see Information Paper, Australian Bureau of Statistics 
Classification of Qualifications — ABSCQ (1263.0). 


12. From April 1991, labour force birthplace data are ag- 
gregated according to major groups of the Australian 
Standard Classification of Countries for Social Statistics 
(ASCCSS) (1269.0). The ASCCSS was developed by the 
ABS for use whenever demographic, labour and social 
statistics are classified by countries. 


13, The ASCCSS major groups are based on the concept 
of geographic proximity. They differ from the country 
groups presented in publications prior to April 1991. For 
example, African countries are now covered by ‘The Mid- 
die East and North Africa’ and ‘Africa (excluding North 
Africa)’, while Asia has been split into ‘Southeast Asia’, 
‘Northeast Asia’ and ‘Southern Asia’. Data for selected 
individual countries will continue to be available. Histori- 
cal estimates contained in this publication have been 
revised to enable comparisons of estimates from this sur- 
vey with those from surveys conducted prior to September 
1993. 





Estimation procedure 

14. The estimates are derived from the population survey 
by use of a ratio estimation procedure, which ensures that 
the estimates conform to an independently estimated dis- 
tribution of the population for each capital city and 
remainder of State by age, sex and labour force status, 
rather than to the corresponding distribution within the 
sample itself. 


Reliability of the estimates 


i5. Estimates in this publication are subject to sampling 
and non-sampling errors. For further information refer to 
the Technical Notes, page 19.

18. Because estimates have been rounded, discrepancies 
may occur between sums of the component items and to- 
tals. 





TECHNICAL NOTE 


Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dweilings, they are subject to sampling variability, that is, 
they may differ from those that would have been 
produced if all dweliings had been included in the survey. 
One measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to which an es- 
timate might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was included. There are about two 
chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the number that would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and 
about nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will 
be less than two standard errors. Another measure of the 
likely difference is the relative standard error, which is 
obtained by expressing the standard error as a percentage 
of the estimate. 


2. Space does not allow for the separate indication of 
the standard errors of all estimates in this publication. A 
table of standard errors for general application is given on 
the following page. Since they are averages based on cal- 
culations for a iimited number of past surveys over a wide 
range of labour force characteristics these numbers will 
not give a precise measure of the standard error of a par- 
ticular estimate but they will provide an indication of its 
magnitude. 


3. An example of the calculation and the use of stand- 
ard errors in relation to estimates of persons is as follows. 
Table 3 shows the estimated number of persons who ar- 
tived in Australia after 1970 aged 18 and over as 
1,268,100. Since this estimate is between 1,000,000 and 
2,000,000 the standard error for Australia will be between 
11,800 and 15,200 in the standard error table and can be 
approximated as 12,700 (rounded to the nearest 100). 
Therefore, there are about two chances in three that the 
value that would have been produced if ail dwellings had 
been included in the survey will fall in the range 
1,255,400 to 1,280,300 and about nineteen chances in 
twenty that the value will fall within the range 1,242,700 
to 1,293,500, This example is illustrated in the following

4. As can be seen from the standard error table, the 
smailer the estimate the higher is the relative standard 
error. Very small estimates are thus.subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as ito 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable 
uses. in the tables in this publication, only estimates with 
relative standard errors of 25 per cent or less and percent- 
ages based on such estimates are considered sufficiently 
reliable for most purposes. However, estimates and per- 
centages with larger relative standard errors have been 
included and are preceded by an asterisk (e.g. *3.4) to in- 
dicate they are subject to high standard errors and should 
be used with caution. 


5. Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio of 
two estimates are also subject to sampling errors. The size 
of the error depends on the accuracy of both the 
numerator and the denominator. A formula to approximate 
the relative standard error (RSE) of a proportion is: 


RSE (x/y) = V([RSE (x)]2 - [RSE (yr 


6. Considering the example from paragraph 3 above, of 
the 1,268,100 persons who arrived in Australia after 1970 
aged 18 and over, there were approximately 738,500 persons 
or 58.2 per cent whose country of last residence was other 


‘than main English speaking. The standard error of 738,500 


is approximately 10,300 so the relative standard error is 1.4 
per cent. The relative standard error for 1,268,100 ts 1.0 per 
cent. Applying the above formula, the relative standard error 
of the proportion is ¥(1.7) - (0.8) or 1.0 per cent, giving 
a standard error for the proportion (58.2 per cent) of 0.6 
percentage points. Therefore, there are about two chances 
in three that the proportion of persons who's last country 
of residence was other than main English speaking is be- 
tween 57.6 per cent and 58.8 per cent and nineteen 
chances in twenty the proportion was within the range 
57.0 per cent to 59.4 per cent. 


7. Published estimates may also be used to calculate the 
difference between two survey estimates (of numbers or 
percentages). Such an estimate is subject to sampling 
error. The sampling error of the difference between two 
estimates depends on their standard errors and the 
relationship (correlation) between them. An approximate 
standard error (SE) of the difference between two es- 
timates (x-y) may be calculated by the following formula: 


SE (x-y) = y[SE (x)? + [SE (Gy)? 


While this formula will only be exact for differences 
between separate and uncorrelated characteristics or 
subpopulations it is expected to provide a good 
approximation for all differences likely to be of interest in 
this publication. 





8. The imprecision due to sampling variability, which ts 
measured by the standard error, should not be confused 
with inaccuractes that may occur because of imperfections 
in reporting by interviewers and respondents and errors 
made in coding and processing data. inaccuracies of this

may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a full count 
or a sample. Every effort 1s made to reduce the non-sam- 
pling error to a minimum by careful design of 
questionnaires, intensive training and supervision of inter- 
viewers and efficient operating procedures.

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GLOSSARY 


Applicant status: principal applicants, partners of principal 
applicants or other applicants (dependents of principal 
applicants) status as registered on the migration 
application form. 


Birthplace: From April 1991, classified according to the 
Austrahian Standard Classification of Countries for Social 
Statistics (ASCCSS) (1269.0). 


Country of last residence: the country in which the person 
last lived; see Birthplace for country classification. 


Educational attainment: measures the highest qualification 
obtained by the respondent, classified according to the 
Australian Bureau of Statistics Classification of 
Qualifications (ABSCQ). The seven categories for level 
of attainment are — 


Higher degree: Includes doctorates and masters 
degrees. The minimum entry requirements are 
usually a masters degree or first class honours for 
a doctorate and first class honours for a masters 
degree. The duration of study is a minimum of two 
to four years for a doctorate and two years 
full-time or equivalent for a masters degree. 


Postgraduate diploma: Includes Graduate 
Certificates. The entry requirement is usually the 
successful completion of a bachelor degree or an 
undergraduate diploma. The duration of study 
Tanges from six months (for a Graduate Certificate) 
to one year full-time study or equivalent. 


Bachelor degree: The entry requirement is the 
Satisfactory completion of Year 12 of its 
equivalent. The duration of study ranges from three 
to six years full-time study or its equivalent. 


Undergraduate diploma: The entry requirement is 
usually the successful completion of Year 12 or its 
equivalent. The duration of study is three years 
full-time study or its equivalent. Certain other 
qualifications are classified to this level on the 
basis that their entry requirements, duration of 
study and theoretical orientation are regarded as 
being equivalent to those of undergraduate 
diplomas, for example, Certificate in Psychiatric 
Nursing. 


Associate diploma: The entry requirement is 
usually the completion of Year 12 or the 
completion of Year !Q and a pre-requisite 
certificate course. The duration of study ranges 
from one to two years full-time study or its 
equivalent. Advanced Certificates, Technician 
Certificates and Certificates of Technology are 
included in this level as they have broadly the 
same theoretical orientation as associate diplomas. 


Skilled Vocational Qualifications: The entry 
requirement is usually the completion of Year 10 


or its equivalent. In addition, some courses may 
require a student to be concurrently employed in 
that specific field. The duration of study is two to 
four years, and typically involve some on-the-job 
training. 


Basic Vocational Qualifications: Often require 
Year 10 completion, however many courses have 
no formal entry requirements. The duration of 
study ranges from one semester to one year of 
full-time study or equivalent.

(a) worked for one hour or more for pay, profit, com- 
mission or payment in kind in a job or business, or

(c} were employees who had a job but were: on paid 
leave; on leave without pay for less than four 
weeks up to the end of the reference week; stood 
down without pay because of bad weather or plant 
breakdown at their place of employment for less 
than four weeks up to the end of the reference 
week; on strike or locked out; on workers’ com- 
pensation and expected to be returning to their job; 
or receiving wages or salary while undertaking 
full-time study; or 


(d) were employers, self-employed persons or unpaid 
family helpers who had a job, business or farm, but 
were not at work. 


Engtish fluency: the subjective response given by a 
respondent to the question “How well would you say you 
speak English?" 


Family: is defined to consist of two or more related 
persons usually resident in the same household at the time 
of the survey. A family comprises 4 mamed couple or a 
family head together with any persons having any of the 
foliowing relationship to them: 


(a) sons or daughters of any age, if not married and 
with no children of their own at present; or 


(b) other relatives if not accompanied by a spouse, 
sons or daughters, or parents of their own; or 


(¢) any children under 15 years of age who do not 
have a parent present. 


Field of qualification before migration; respondents with 
a degree, trade qualification; or a certificate or diploma 
(as defined) indicated the main field of qualification for 
their highest qualification before migrating. | 





Government pension or cash benefit comprises: 


(a) Age/Disability Support/Sole Parent’s/Widow’'s 
Pension; or 


(b) Jobsearch/Newstart/Sickness Allowance/Special 
Benefit; or 


(c) Family Allowance/AUSTUDY/Other Australian 
Government Pension or Benefit. 


Labour force: for any group, persons who were employed 
or unemployed, as defined. 


Main English speaking countries: comprises the United 
Kingdom, Ireland, Canada, South Africa, U.S.A. and New 
/é£aland. 


Migrant: ts a person who was not bom in Australia and 
who was a permanent resident of Australia at the time of 
the survey. The main focus of this publication is that 
group of the migrant population who arrived after 1970 
aged 18 and over on arrival and had obtained permanent 
residency status. 


Migration category: classifies migrants according to 
whether they were bom in or a citizen of New Zealand, 
the principal applicant or a partner of a principal 
applicant. Principal applicants and pariners of principal 
applicants are further classified by whether they were 
refugees, sponsored or unsponsored.

Association or Employer or recognised by the persons 
employer or other person or organisation. 
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Refugee: all persons for whom ‘yes’ was the response to 
the question “when you came to Australia to live, did you 
come as a refugee"? A refupee as defined by the 
Department of Immigration is a person outside the country 
of their nationality who is in fear of being persecuted or 
at risk of serious hann for their civil or political status in 
that country and their own government cannot or will not 
protect them. 


Sponsored: Migrants who were sponsored include those 
who had family already in Australia who sponsored them 
under the Family Reunion criteria, and those who were 
sponsored by an employer, or some other person or 
organisation (other than the Australian Government). 
Sponsorship is a commitment, signed on a government 
form by a permanent resident, Australian citizen or 
ofganisation, to assist an applicant after arrival in 
Australia. 


Unemployed; Persons aged 15 and over who were not 
employed during the reference week, and: 


(a) had actively looked for full-time or part-time work 
at any time in the four weeks up to the end of ref- 
erence week and: 


(i) wete available for work in the reference week, 
or would have been available except for tem- 
porary tliness (i.e. lasting for less than four 
weeks to the end of the reference week); or 


(ii} were waiting to start a new job within four 
weeks from the end of the reference week and
